NEW YORK, July r. ~The losses sustained in the fire at the docks of the North German Lloyd Steamship company, at Hoboken yesterday, are tonight conservatively placed at nearly $10,000,000. THE LOSS 
OF LIFE, WHILE MERELY GUESS WORK AT EVEN THIS LATE HOUR, WILL PROBABLY REACH AS HIGH AS 200, and there are more than 300 men in the hospitals in this city, Hoboken and Jersey City, 


badly burned. " 
Up to 11 o’clock tonight eighteen bodies had been recovered. Eleven of these were placed in a. row at the morgue in this city and numbered, this being the only means the authorities have of maintaining any 


sort of identity over the corpses, as they are so badly charred and. dismembered that identification will be made only by trinkets or pieces of clothing that were found about the bodies. The only way the steamship officials 
have of approximating the loss of life is by comparing the list of those reported safe with the list of the employes of the steamships. Late tonight Gustav Schwab, general agent of the North German Lloyd line, gave out a list 
showing what men on each vessel had been missing up-to that hour. On the Saale 255 men were employes and 127 of these had only been accounted for up to 11 o'clock, leaving 128 men actually employed as officers, sailors, 


engineers, coal passers, oilers and trimmers to be accounted for. 
The Bremen had 204 men on board, but only 127 of these have been found. The Main had only 137 on her at the time and of these 76 have been reported safe. 


SCENE PRESENTED WAS A MOST HORRIBLE ONE. 


The scene of the great fire today presented a spectacular but horrible sight. Over in Hoboken; where two days ago piers reached hundreds of feet out into the river and rising in the air like great hills stood, 


alive with outgoing and incoming commerce, a great waste of burning and smoldering beams, withere and theré@ remnant of high brick wall, is all that remains of the hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of property. The

over four city blocks and reaches out into the river for more than a thousand feet. Streams of water are being pumped onto the ruins and workmen are poking about among the hot ruins for bodies or traces of bodies. 

This was the scene of the greatest attraction today, and thousands upon thousands of people went there. The streets were jammed with masses going in a steady stream to the ruins. Every trolley car was pack~ 
ed with struggling humanity, every erry boat was crowded to the rails and every tug that could be brought int private use had iis quota of people hurrying to the scene of the fire. 

Far off, up the North river, at Weehawken, a great cloud of smoke rose and tumbled, at one mothent lying hard on the water and at the next rising just enough to show the skeletons of two of the great ocean 
liners, the Bremen and the Main, that rose like giant spires out of the smooth surface of the water. They had Both been beached there. Around them swarmed a fleet of small boats, carrying spectators. 


Far down the river, off Ellis island, lay the smoking and steaming hulk of the Saale. She was agmost a total wreck. . 
The loss of life will probably prove greatest on the wreck of the Saale when she has been searchg@d. Already a number of bodies have been taken off her and as soon as the fire in her hold has subsided enough 


to allow anyone to go down in her there is every probability that many bodies will be found below decks, as various tug boat captains claim to have seen thirty or forty persons in one compartment just before the Saale went 
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Of the 266 persons who were reported missing tonight it is believed that some will be found safe in sailors boarding houses in this city, Jersey and Hoboken. 
The North German Lloyd officials deny that anypassenger was lost, and declare that few if any, visitors perished, and that the loss of life was almost entirely among the employees of the company.

SHANGHAI, July 1.—The British consul at Che Foo telegraphs that Baron von Ketteler, German mintiter at Pekin, was murdered by native troops

The American cousul here states that Yang Lu telegraphed June 26th that the other ministers were safe that morning, but the situation was desperate

VON KETTELER’S ASSASSINATION CONFIRMED. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Two important cablegrams were received by Secretary Hay today from United States Consul General Goodnow, at Shang- 
hai. ‘The date is understood to be that of last night. The text is withheld, but the consul states, in substance as follows: 

It is rumored in Shanghai that the German minister to Pekin, Baron von Ketteler, was killed at Pekinonthe 1th of June. On the 23d of June three 
of the legation buildings were still standing. The others have been burned. On the 26th of June a dispatch was received at Shanghai from Yung Lu 
(believed to be the viceroy of the province of Chile, where the principal troubles have occurred) stating that other ministers were safe. 

Dispatches to Shanghai from different sources indicate that Prince Tuan, fatherof the heir apparent seems to be absolutely in control at Pekin and 
that his attitude is the worst possible and most hostile to foreigners. It is even said that he issued an edict as far back asthe 20th of June ordering all of 


the viceroys to attack the foreigners in their respective provinces—an order which has so far not been obeyed. 


LEGATION BUILDINGS DESTROYED. 


ROME, July 1.—The commander of the cruiser Elba, telegraphs from Taku, June 30, as follows: 
“Advices from the German legation in Pekin state that all the legation buildings have been burned except thine of England, France and. Germany. 


All the members of the diplomatic corps have taken refuge in the British legation.”

WASHINGTON THINKS SITUATION GRAVE, 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Today’s advices to the stete department made up of two telegrams from General Goodnow, at Shanghai, brought the for- 
eign ministers at Pekin one day further in safety, showing that they were still alive with the probable exception of the German minister, who, it seems like- 
ly, has been murdered some days prior to the latest advices. Some encouragement is drawn by the officals from the fact that the other minsters were 
alive on the latter date, for officials believe that the diplomate corps at Pekin could not have been preserved through the fury of the first stages of the 
outbreak only to fall victims to sober second thought. There is also at least the indication that the Chinese government itself was protecting them. 

On the other hand the statements that the notoriously anti-foreign Prince Tuan was in complete control at Pekin was regarded as an _ exceedingly 
grave development, and as tending to fix clearly responsibility for the happenings of the past three weeks directly upon’ the Pekin government. An ame- 
liorating condition is the refusal of the great viceroys, themselves of almost absolute power in their provinces, to be controlled at Pekin in their attitude 


Possibly he 


toward foreigners. 
A high official of the state department ‘said today that there is nothing now to do but to follow out the course the state department already has adopt- 


ed, namely, to have the United States consuls put themselves in communication with the viceroys of the central government at Pekin, meanwhile doing 
all in their power to protect the foreigners in their respective districts. The signs of an amicable disposition .on the part of these viceroys is probably the 
basis for the hope that they can be induced, at least, to stand neutral and keep their provinces in order, if it shall be saga to pursue hostilities energet- 
ically against the Pekin government. 

This course seems to be absolutely necessary now, unless developments in the immediate future demonstrate the inaccuracy of Consul General Good- 
now’s advices relative to the status of affairs at Pekin. There is authority for the statement our government feels that what must be done at once is to drive 
a relief force to Pekin, regardless of the strength required. So far it has not been regarded as necessary to do more in the way of military preparations 
to this end than has been done, and consequently no further re-enforcements -have been ordered to Taku. There is doubt here as to the sufficiency of 
the force now there to undertake the work. Admiral Kempff yesterday reported that 14,000 men of all arms were ashore, without stating definitely where 
they were? It is not known whether or not the second expedition directed against Pekin has yet started from Taku or Tien Tsin. In this state of ignor-

POPULATION OF PENSACOLA. 


Citizens Not Satisfied with Work of 
Census Enumerators. 
Pensacola, Fia., July 1.—(Special.)— 
Owing to the many omissions made by 
the government census enumerators who 
have about completed the enumeration of 
Pensacola, the city authorities, acting 


with the commercial bodies, protested in 
the strongest terms. to Supervisor Turn. 
bull, of Florida, with the result that the 


supervisor visited this city the first of 
the week, and a called meeting of the 
citizens was held to confer with him. 

Supervisor Turnbull agreed to place the 
matter before the board of supervisors of 
Florida, but would not recommend that 
a re-enumeration be taken. Another meet. 
ing of the city authorities, commercial 
bodies and citizens was held yesterday, 
with the result that five enumerators to 
be paid by the city, were placed at work 
this morning taking the population of 
Pensacola. and in a few hours’ work had 
found several hundred omissions made 
by the government enumerators. 

The work done in this city by the men 
appointed to do it by the government was 
the most reckless and careless that coulda 
possibly have been done, and in some in. 
stances almost entire blocks of the most 
prominent families of the city were skip. 
ped. A good many of the enumerators 
were strangers, who left the city in a 
few days after completing their work. 

The citizens are indignant over the 
careless manner in which the enumera- 
tion was taken and took prompt action 
to have same rectified. If at the conclu- 
sion of the city enumeration the omis- 
sions are great enough to ask it, the gov- 
ertfment will be asked“to have the city 
te-enumerated, and not, the names 
which have been omitted wil] be forward. 
ed to the supervisor of enumeration of 
Florida, with a request that they be plac- 
ed on the list. 

Pensacola will leave no stane unturned 
in order to have her right population 
placed to her credit. 


THE REBELLION IS DYING OUT

renee City, Mo., July 1—Former Gov- 
ernor David B. Hill, of New York, accom- . 
panied by his private secretary, P. J. 
Manwiller. and General J. 8. McEwan, ~ 
of Albany, arrived early today from 8f. 
Louis, having left Albany on Friday. 
Within two hours after his arrival Gov- 
ernor Hill departed for Lincoln to hold a 
conference with Mr. Bryan. 

As Governor Hill was leaving the break- 
fast room at the Coates house shortly 
after his arrival, he was handed a tele- 
gram from Mr. Bryan requesting him. to 
come to Lincoln at his earliest conven- 
fence. Despite the fact that he was much 
fatigued from Tis long trip from New 
York, the governor felt that he must obey 
the summons from Mr. Bryan, and in a 
few minutes was on his way to the rail- 
way station. The only train for Lincoln 
was composed of day coaches, but Mr. 
Hill boarded it, expecting to arrive at 
Lircoln about 7 o’clock this evening. He 
hopes to get a late train out of Lincoln 
tonight and reach Kansas City tomorrow 
morning.

BRYAN MEETS HILL AT DEPOT. 


Nebraskan and New Yorker Have a 
Long Conference. 

Lincoln, Neb., July 1.—Ex-Senator David 
B. Hill, who, it is asserted, came here at 
the solicitation of W. J. Bryan, arrived 
this evening from Kansas City. He was 
met by Mr. Bryan and a number of vis- 
iting politicians, including National Com- 
mitteeman Woodson, of Kentucky, at the 
Lincoln hotel, where the party had din- 
ner. Later Mr. Bryan and Senator Hill 
had an extended conference. Mr. Bryan 
was asked if he or Mr. Hill would make 
any statement for the Associated Press 
as to the visit of the New Yorker, or 
the subject under discussion. 

“So far as I am concerned, I have no 
statement to make,” was the reply. 

“Senator Hill says he has nothing to 
say,”’ came a moment later from Mr. 
Bryan, putting the question to his visi- 
tor, Senator Hill returns to Kansas City 
at 5 o’clock tomorrow morning. . 

The feature of the day in Lincoln aside 
from the visit of Senator Hill was the 
fact that a draft of the democratic plat- 
form, said to have the indorsement of 
Mr. Bryan, and meeting the approval of 
his friends in nearly half the states in 
the union, has been made. It makes three 
leading issues of the campaign, imperial. 
ism, militarism and trusts, in the order 


named. The financial plank, according to 


-the present draft, will be secondary. 
There will be a brief plank reaffirming 
the . Chicago platform, And in that 
plank is the reaffirmation of 16 to 
1, income tax, repeal of the currency laws 
and minor issues, 

There was a thinning out this morning 
of the democratic politicians ‘who have 
been here for the past three days, ail 
going to Kansas City, but enough new 
ones came in to nearly fill the gap, and 
Mr .Bryan was kept busy receiving his 
visitors until late in the evening. The 
Bryan pew in the First Presbyterian 
church was not occupied at the morning 
service, Mr. Bryan admitting that he did 
not get up in time to attend church. Short- 
ly after noon he saddled his horse and 
rode to the Burlington depot to keep an 
appointment with a party of Mississippi 
editorial excursionists who have been to 
Salt Lake City and came in today from 
Denver. There were many ladies in the 
party and they cheered Mr. Bryan when 
he appeared. Among: the excursionists 
was R. Henry, of Jackson, one of the 
Mississippi delegates at large. He will 
stop at Kansas City, while the rest of the 
party goes to St. Louis.

Jones, Croker and Murphy Discuss

Kansas City, Jurre 1—The platform to 
be adopted by the democratic national con- 
vention will contain a declaration for the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
unless Mr. Bryan changes his attitude, 
and each fresh arrival from Lincoln brings 
renewed assurance that the foreordained 
nominee of the convention is maintaining 
his position in favor of the declaration. 
Occasionally a delegate can be found who 
will take the position that not even Mr. 
Bryan can be allowed to dictate the par- 
ty’s platform, but a majority agree that 
as all the delegates are practically In- 
structed for the renomination of the can- 
didate of 1896 he has an exceptional right 
to ask to have the resolutions har®nonized 
with his views on any .or all subjects. 
However, while it is true that the indica- 
tions point strongly to the ‘specific utter 
ance outlined there is still a very defer- 
mined opposition to such a course. This 
opposition apparently originated with For- 


‘mer Senator Hill, of New York. and his 


following and it has been taken up by 
other leaders in various sections of the 
country. The Tammany interest of New 
York appears to be entirely reconciled to 
any silver plank, however extreme, but 
other factions unite in opposing [t. Judge 
Van Wyck, Elliot Danforth and J. Brisben 
Walker all unite with him in this position, 
though disagreeing with him as to mo- 
tives. Mr. Danforth agrees with Judge 
Van Wyck that there are no other ques- 
tions tmore important for consideration, 
and while still professing the utmost loy- 
alty to the white metal, he contends that 
in the interest of the party it 
should no longer be given the place of 
paramount importance in the declarations 
of principles. Senator J. K, Jones, chair- 
man of the national committee, and ex- 
Governor Stone, of Missouri, both of 
them recognized as stanch leaders of the 
silver sentiment, are of the opinion that 
a reaffirmation of the Chicago platform 
is all that is necessary. Governor Stone 
said today that he considered the differ- 
ences that bave manifested themselves a 
mere quiblce, but he declined to say 
whether he would be willing to stop with 
the reaffirmation of. the declaration of 189¢. 
Many southern delegates express them- 
selves as indifferent on the point, and are 
inclined to make the concession demand- 
ed by the Hill sentiment, National Com- 
mittezman Campau is also inciined to 
subordinate the question of ratio to other 
subjects of current importance. On the 
other hand, George Frei Williams an- 
rounces that he comsiders the financial 
question still of the greatest importance 
and says he feels confident that the New 
England delegates are practically solid in 
that position. 

' “The free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 was the touchstone of the cam- 
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raign of 18%,” he 
reiteration will add strength to the cause 
in the coming campaign.” 

James Kerr, a delegate at large from 
Pennsylvania and. secretary of the con- 
gressional campaign committee, takes & 
somewhat different view, but he, wovld 
not stop at the mere declaration for the 
Chicago platform.

Silver Republicans Will Be Consulted 

It is expected that the silver republican 
party will ask to be consulted upon the 
question of the financial plank. The rep- 


resentatives of that party already here 
express a strong preference for a positive 


declaration for the old ratio, 

“We.want 16 to 1,” sald Former Senator 
Dubois, of Idaho, today, ‘“‘but if they will 
put Towne on -thei ticket with Bryan we 
will be willing to make concessions on the 
money plank, ff, however. such a man as 
Hill is to be nominated we want an iron- 
clad silver platform. Thus you see,” the 
ex-genator added, “‘the personality of the 
vice presidential candidate may have a 
decided influence upon the platform and 
vice versa. Bryan and Towne would be a 
platform in themsélves.’’ 

Mr. Bryan's position, ag outlined by 
fRose close in touch with him, is this: He 
holds that the popularity of the democrat- 
ic ticket in 1896: .was.due very largely to 
the positive position taken on the silver 
question and that to take a backward 
step at this time would be an evidence of 
faltering and would weaken the ticket in 
its own strongholds without strengthen- 
ing it where there is no hope of winning. 
He even goes so far as to say that he re- 
gards the platform of more importance 
than the ticket. He thinks also that if he 
should take any other position he would 
be accused of vacilation and dthat, in 
short, everything is to-be lost by making 
a change while nothing is to be gained 
by it. 

Those who agree with Mr. Bryan on 
this point contend that there is no possi- 
bility: of his changing front before the 
time arrives for the party’s official declar- 
ation, and they consider it preposterous 
that the convention should disregard his 
wishes on this point. Hence they contend 
with great confidence that whether the 
Chicago platform is reaffirmed or nol, 
there will be an unequivocal pronounce- 
ment for the old ratio. 

For the rest, the fesolutions wil) de- 
nounce the gold standard and the Porto 
Rican legislation of the.last session of 
congress. It will condemn trusts in un- 
measured terms, at the same time accuse 
the republican. party of fostering and 
maintaining them. The administration 
will also come in for strong censure for its 
policy in the Philippines, and Kk will be 
recommended that the Philippine archi- 
pelago be placed upon the same footing as 
Cuba. In the samp connection there will 
te planks dencancie ilitarigm and im- 
perialism, and there will also be planks 
on the income tax, good roads, civil ser-

Some Remarkable Instructions. 

According to a Vienna journal, the 
ezar of Russia has just issued some 
very remarkable instructions to the 
newspapers of his dominion, relative to 
the manner in which they shall handle 
the eastern situation. These directions 
are a curious mixture, evincing the 
keen diplomacy for which Russia is so 
famous, and yet at the same time giv- 
ing expression to sentiments which be- 
tray the wonderfully bold and confident 
schemes of powerful government. 

The instructions, as’given in para- 
graph headings, are as follows: 

‘1. No reference to the movement of 
Russian troops or warships. 

‘2? Papers must bear in mind that the 
ezar is actuated only by a desire to 
maintatn peace and good will among the 
nations. 

‘8. No gossip about differences among 
the powers that would be displeasing to 
the government. 7 

‘4. No criticism of Russian diplomacy 
or of military or naval strategy. 

‘5. Editorial writers should recollect 
that Russia is predestined to predomi- 
nate in Asia. a 

‘6. Comparisons may be made between 
Russian and foreign troops and seamen 
when unfavorable to foreigners.” 

Under these restrictions, it will be 
seen that the Russian press is effec- 
tively muzzled, or confined to such a 
narrow area of subjects as would make 
criticism or a protection of the people 
impossible. The first order is of course 
excusable. It is the prime requisite of 
the successful prosecution of war that 
the enemy should be unaware of one’s 
movements, and there is no govern- 
ment in the world which would not 
take similar precautions. The second 
order is tinged with a fine irony, and 
recalls the strenuous effort of the czar 
to make headway at The Hague peace 
conference, while his agents were push- 
ing aggressions in China and _ else- 
where. However, this direction is 
useful from the government standpoint, 
as tending to give the national news~ 
papers a tone which will mislead the 
other nations, and cloak the designs of 
the energetic monarch. Diplomacy and 
caution play a leading part in the 
next two: orders, and give an exhibi- 
tion of Russian suavity, and Russian 
arbitrary rule. 

The fifth order is most important of 
all, and it is evident that if the gov- 
ernment had once thought these in- 
structions would Décome public, it 
would never have been written. Throw- 
ing aside the subtie and diplomatic ver- 
biage of the foregoing paragraphs, it 
asserts Russia’s intentions with the 
utmost degree of boldness, taking as 
an excuse that “manifest destiny” idea 
which has been used to great advantage 
a little nearer home. This plain declara- 
tion tears aside the veil from dissim- 
ulation and diplomacy, and shows us 
the snarling, determined Russia in its 
true and ominous colors. The closing 
paragraph would be highly humorous 
were it not equally insolent and une- 
quivocal. 

Much can be gained from a perusal 
of these newspaper instructions,- It 
may be an injustice to the czar, but 
from all appearances they are the knife 
which sharply rips open the sheep’s 
clothing and discloses the grinning, 
ferocious wolf. 
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The postmaster general gives notice 
that Mr. McKinley will write his own 
platform.

Colonel Trammell’s Remains Buried 
Yesterday, 


LARGE FUNERAL AT DALTON 


Distinguished Men from All Parts of 
State Present. 


THE SERVICES WERE VERY IMPRESSIVE 


All Churches of City Dismissed Con- 
gregations Early So the Mem- 
bers Could Attend Funeral. 


Dalton, Ga., July 1,—(Special.)—The 
largest concourse of people ever secn at 
a funeral in Dalton eseorted the body of 
Colonel L. N. Trammell from the. depot 
to the cemetery here today. The train ar- 
rived about noon, and the avenue ieading 
to the depot and all adjacent lots and 
porches were filled with people and car- 
riages. ‘The line of carriages alone was 
over a mile long. A delegation of old 
friends from Ringgold, headed by Cap- 
tain W. J. Whitsett and Editor Jim Bry- 
an, was here, also delegations from ad- 
joining towns and counties. Colonel 
Trammell was dearly beloved in this sec- 
tion of the state, where he spent so much 
of his life, knowing almost every citizen 
of this and adicining counties. 

The handsome metallic casket was hid- 
den under the magnificent floral offerings. 

The pallbearers were Senator A. S. 
Clay, Judge Irwin and Joseph M. Brown, 
of Marietta; Commissioner Spencer At- 
kinson, of Atlanta; Commissioner Cren- 
shaw and Judge A. W. Fite of Carters- 
ville, and Colonels I. E. Shumate and R. 
J. McCamy, of Dalton, 

The churches dismissed their congrega- 
tions shortly before the arrival of the 
train, and almost their entire congrega- 
tions joined the crowds around the de- 
pot. 

Rev. Luxe G. Johnson, pastor of -the 
First Methodist church, conducted the 
services at the grave in a most impress- 
ive manner, and the mourning multitude 
was deeply moved by his touching tri- 
bute to the beloved dead. 

A special coach furnished by the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad brought a large 
party of statehouse officers, relatives and 
friends, headed by Governor Allen D. 
Candler and Superintendent McCollum, 
who followed the body :to the grave in 
carriages. 

The Masons of Kennesaw Lodge No. 33 
of Marietta took charge of the remains at 
the residence in that place at 8:30 o'clock 
this morning and escorted them to the 
train and also sent an escort to Dalton.

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HON. CHARLTON H. WAY DIES. 


Savannah Loses a Prominent Citi- 
zen—Short Sketch of Life. 

Savannah, Ga., July 1.—(Special.)— 
Chariton H, Way, one of the best known 
citizens of Savannah, died at his home 
at Beaulieu. at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
Stomach trouble was the inimediate cause 
of his .death, For somé time Colone! 
Way’s friends have noticéd that his AC- . 
customed good health seemed to leave 
him and that he seemed “to be rapidly 
failing. His condition, however, was not: 
thought to be at all serious and when he 
became worse and took to his bed two 
days ago, Mrs. Way did not even feel 
it necessary to call in the gervice of a 
physician, 7 

The arrangements for the funeral] had 
not been completed up to a late hour to- 
night, but it is understood that it would 
take place tomorrow afternoon. Whether 
it will be from the residence at Beaulieu, 
or whether the. body wil] first be brought 
into the city and the services conducted 
at one of the city churehes has not yet 
heen determined. 

Colonel Way was about sixty-five years 
old and a lifetime resident of Savannah 
of which his father was also a citizen. 
He was one of a large family, but his 
brothers and sisters have all left Savan- 
nah or are dead, 

Colonel Way was one of the organizers 
of the Oglethorpe Light Infantry and was 
chosen a subaltern of that command when 
it became part of the state forces in 1856. 
During the civil war he commanded the 
Fifty-fourth regiment of Georgia infantry. 
The regiment formed part of Mercer's 
brigade. 

After the war Colonel Way returned to 
Savannah, where he has since resided. 

During the first administration of Pres- 
ident Cleveland Colonel Way was appoint- 
ed consul general at St. Petersburg, suc- 
ceeding there General Pierce M. B. Young. 
He filled this position with dignity and 
credit, the suavity and eourtesy of his 
manner and the polish and elegance of 
his bearing enabling him to discharge its 
quasi-diplomatic duties with much suc- 
CceRs. 

During the world’s Columbian exposi- 
tion, in Chicago in 1893, Colonel Way was 
one of the commissioners from Georgia. 
During his life he hela other positions 
and offices of the like character for which 
his tastes and attainments pecublarly 
qualified him,. In the course of his reyi- 
dence abroad at various times he had 


callection of articles of Vertu, bricabrac, 
books and painting, most of which were 
destroyed in a fire which consumed his 
best residence at Beaulieu several years 
ago. Colonel Way was one of the best 
conversationallists and reconteurs in Sa- 
vannah. With a mind naturally brilliant

Colonel Way married Miss Frances 
Williams, of Milledgeville.

A frail young woman clutched at the 


barracks Saturday’ night, as an officer 
gave out her name to go on the prisoners’ 
docket, ‘and with a convulsive shiver she 
reeled and fell in a dead faint.

death of their beloved pastor, Rey. Wil- 
liam Bascom Stradley, D.D., who died 
from an attack of apoplexy while visiting 
the home of his boyhood at Hiwuassee 
Monroe covnty, Tennessee, June 28d. 

Crepe covered the front of the pulpit 
and choir gallery,\and was twined around 
the posts of the lamps at either side of 
the piatform. The tribute of flowers be- 
hind the chance] was exquisite. The over- 
ture was a dirge, and the musical pro- 
gramme, speciaiiy arranged for the oc- 
casion, was an impressive feature. {[t in- 
cluded “‘Nu, Never Alone,”’ the dead pas- 
tor’s favorite song. 

Rev. W. P. Lovejoy, D.D., presiding 
elder of the South Atlanta district, con- 
ducted the memorial exercises, opening 
them with a touching eulogy of his de- 
parted friend and co-iaborer in the min- 
istry. 

On behalf of the ministers of his con- 
Lovejoy presented the for 
lowing resolutions: : 


Dr. Lovejoy’s Resolutions. 

A just conception of what and how large 
&@ piace a tali, wide-spreading tree fills 
among surrounding trees begins to dawn 
upon us when, accustomed to its pres- 
ence, we lcok to find the tree, and it is 
gone. There is more skylight than we 
expect to see. The space is Jarger than 
we had thought. The auvsence of the tree 
is the first definite line of measurement. 
By and by, because of the size of the 
vacuum, we come to the correct con- 
clusion that the tree was much larger 
than we had supposed. 

A strong, many-sided man, a man of 
clearness of head and purity of heart, a 
man of real force, rising to commanding 
influence by his position and personality, 
as long as he touches us every day, and 
We look into his face and hear his voice, 
and we walk the streets with him, ts too 
near us for exact analysis, the point of 
vision is too close to admit of accurate 
measuren.ent, True greatness expands as 
it recedes; littleness grows less. Already 
the space cccupied.by our brother grows 
larger. We ofen our eyes and expect to 
see him in the chair at the preachers’ 
meeting, ieading the prayer meeting, in 
the pulpit, walking at our side—he its not 
there. We lock again, and our loss is 
the space once filled by him 
grows larger stil. How clear and steady 
his mind, how gentle and stalwart his 
character, how tender Ms heart, huw 
great his scul, how broad his sympathies, 
how Christ-like his spirit, how compas- 
Ssionate his nature—all these and much 
more which enter in to ferm a conspicu- 
ous, well-rounded personality. We shall 
not know until such time as we have 
measured the large space made vacamt by 
the death of this godly man. 

Dr. Stradley was well equipped for ser- 
vice. In physical frame he was builded 
for an athlete, and for unlimited labor. 
Experts pronounced him faultless. A well- 
shaped head, adorned with a face almost 
beautiful, was the receptacle of a brair 
which, to all appearance, might have en- 
dured, without hurt, any amount of men- 
tal effort. While his convictions and tem- 
perament made him aggressive, his prac- 
tical wisdcm held him well within the 
limits of a safe conservatism. Added to 
his large*fund of common sense was a big- 
hearted generosity which knew no bounds. 
His charity was limited only by his abil- 
ity. Without guile himeelf, he was a 
stranger to envy or malice. Filled with 
the spirit of the itinerant brotherhood, 
he felt unfeigned sorrow for the unfor- 
tunate, and had genuine joy for the suc- 
cessful brother. 

As a spiritual master-builder he used 
no untempered mortar. Thoroughly con- 
verted and thoroughly orthodox accord- 
ing to the teachings of Methodism his ser- 
mons were surcharged with the energy 
of the gospel. His appeals were to the 
conscience and they glowed with the zeal 
that would be satisfied with nothing less 
than instant acceptance of salvation 
through a crucified redeemer, He was 
bold in the denunciation of gin, while, 
with compassionate beseeching, he urged 
the sinner to come to Christ, The pulpit 
was his throne, as it ig of every true 
minister of the gospel, but in hie work as a 
faithful pastor he enshrined himself in 
the hearts of his people.. No doubt, At- 
lanta has never had a preacher who did 
more or more faithful pastora) visiting. 

In the death of Rev. W. B. Stradley, 


D.D., we are called on to mourn the loss | 


of a brother dearly beloved by every mem-~- 
ber of this association. We loved him 
for his kindly courtesy, for his gentie, 
Christian spirit, for his loyalty to the 
truth, for his manly chatacter. Having 
served as the president of the Methodist 
Preachers Meeting of Atlanta for the 
year 1899, hig brethren were so well pleased 
with his services in that office that he 
was re-elected for another year. And now 
that he ig no longer one of our number, 
we shall miss his genial manner, his 
smiling face and his hearty fellowship.

e was born September 28, 1853, in Yancy 
county, North Carolina. 

Very early, I gf ree about the age of 
eight years old, he wus removed with his 
father to east Tennessee. 

The eueges hills and mountainous: re- 
gion of that section, for there he was 
reared, are types of his strength of char- 
acter, sterling manhood and tenacity of 
conviction. " No doubt he gathered there 
many of the inspirations which followed 
him throughout life, and made such 
strong elements in his noble Christian 
career. ‘ 

His early educational training was at 
Hiwassee college, in Monroe county, in 
the same section where he was reared. 
It is an institution which has graduated 
a large numsber of worthy and prominent 
men, some of whom are quite distinguish- 
ed now. One of Georgia's United States 
senators was a college-mate there of Dr. 
Stradley. They frequently debated on 
opposite sides and were friends of college 
days. The president of that institution, 
recently at his funeral, bore testimony 
to the high character and diligence and 
ctpacity of Dr. Stradley ag student and 
a model youth. 

Prompted by the same fidelity to his 
Master which has always characterized 
him, in 1875 he joined the Holston confer- 
ence and filled such important charges 
at Jonesboro, Tenn.; Wytheville, Va., and 
Chattanooga, Tenn. Later, about 1884, he 
Was transferred to Los Angeles confer- 
ence, California, where for a number of 
years he was pastor of Trinity church, 
Los Angeles, one of the leading Methodist 
churches of the Pacific cgast. 

In 1894 he was again transferred, and 
this time to the'rorth Georgia conference, 
where he was assigned to St. John’s 
church, Augusta. ‘There he remained 
four years receiving and meriting the de- 
votion of the people of that great old his- 
toric church. where preached in times 
gone by, such men as Bishops Andrews 
and Pierce, Dr. Lovic Pierce, Drs. Alex- 
ander and Bustace Speer, Dr. Mann, 
Jesse Boring and others. 

In 1898 Dr. Stradley was sent to Atlanta 
for the first time, as presiding elder of 
the North Atlanta district. Prom the 
Start he was recognized as a man of 
strength and a minister of many Christian 
graces. During the same. year, when Dr. 
J. W. Roberts was elected president of 
Wesleyan Female college, and there oc- 
curred a vacancy here, Dr. Stradley was 
sent to Trinity church and became its 
pastor-for the first time. From that day 
to this he has grown wpon our people. 
They loved him as a brother, as a friend,

. 48 a devoted pastor and as a true follower 


of Christ. No sooner had ‘he come to 
Trinity than apreentng tables of his own 
preparing, he invited the board of stew- 
ards to gather there and break bread 
around them with him, and at these two 
long tables, the official board of the 
church supped and feasted with him and 
the presiding elder, Dr, Lovejoy. in broth- 
erly love. He said: “We be brethren.” 
These tabies were only a symbol of the 
spiritual feasts he was continually spread- 
ing for his people. That in four yeara 
he rose to the highest appointments in 
the north Georgia conference, is the high- 
est tribute to his capacity and spirituality 
and fidelity. There was no department of 
the church he did not ardent y serve. 

The Sunday school received his devotion 
and love at all times and his untiring as- 
sistance. With what pleasure and delight 
have we heard him so often call atten- 
tion to the Sunday school every Sabbath 
morning and refer to its growth and suc- 
cess as with a twinkle in his eye he said 
frequently, ‘‘There are a few more seats 
left. Unless you come quickly there will

He lived a long devoted, unselfish life, 
full of unstinted effort and love for hu- 
manity and for the cause of Christ. 

He was a brave, bold, out-spoken, true 
man of strong convictions and with: the 
courage to express them, whenever truth 
demanded. He was a man of marked abil- 
ity, of fine common sense. of unswerving 
integrity and of unmeasured zeal and en- 
ergy in Christian work. In a word he was 
& complete Chirstian minister of the gos- 
pel and a true manly man,

magnificent Christian life and work 
among us stand as a picturesque vision, 
beckoning us to follow, while from the 
walis of the New Jerusalem he 1lo00Ks 
yearningly for the coming of us all?

Two years ago next Tuesday, when the 
hardship-broken and malaria-sickened 
American army was lying in the water- 
soakcd, mosquito-infested trenches 
around Santiago, with the beefy Shafter 
on his cot three miles from the sring 
line, dictating disquieting telegrams to 
Washington between drinks, a thrilling 
chapter was being added to the history of 
naval warfare along the coast line off the 
narrow channel of the harbor where Hero 
Hobson had failed to impede navigation 
by sinking the old Merrimac.. 

Admiral Cervera, in the full blaze of a 
tropical nicrning, with the yellow flag of 
proud Castile at his masthead and his 
rum-braced jackies stripped at their guns 
under deck, was standing on the bridge 
of the Infanta Maria Teresa, in the wake 
of two stealthy torpedo boat destroyers, 
directing the desperate attempt to take 
his fleet to the open sea. 

A mile to the westward, on the end of 
the crescent made by the biockading 
American squadrons, the dark gray hull 
and funnels of the Brooklyn loomed gul- 
lenly against the sky line. A commodore 
in gold lace, with a military mustache 
and goatee, and an habitually humorous 
expression on his bronzed face, watched 
the escaping Spaniard through his glass, 
quietly giving the orders to his signal line 
which wouid leave the trim cruisers of tha 
enemy shattered and smoking wrecks 
upon the conch-strewn sands of that 
treacherous coast. He was not supreme 
in command of the combined squadrons, 
as official] supreniacy goes, but fate knew 
its man for the emergency, and had sent 
the handsome rear admifa] with the part- 
ed whiskers to Juragua, nine miles to the 
east of Castle Morro. to allow the eternal 
fitness of things to be eaemplified in spite 
of shoulder straps and departmental fav- 
oritism. When the first sharp barks of 
the little Gloucester’s six-pounders open- 
ed the grcat battle with an attack on the 
on-rushing torpedo craft, the shorn Samp- 
son was sipping lime juice through a straw 
under the white awning over the desk ot 
his flagship, the New York, a couple of 
miles from Juragua. 

The cool and jovial-faced officer sending 
the fleet into action was bluff, old Com- 
modore Schiey, the American hero of 
Santiago. 

The exploit of Dewey at the dawn of 
that May Sunday in Vgnila bay was not 
greater than that of Schley on this July 
Sunday morning off Santiago. The ships 
the hero of the Asiatic squadron had to 
contend with were largely wooden hulks 
and rane sent take of inferior fignt- 
ing capacity. The victor of Santiago had 
arrayed against him the flower of the new 
Spanish navy, including one cruiser, the 
Cristobal Colon, which was the iatest 
achievement tn naval constructive science. 
With the New York absent, his fleet was 
little superior in displacement, armament 
and men to that of Cervera. That the 
Spaniard was a foeman worthy of his 
steel] will be denied by no one familiar 
with the details of the engagement that 
sent 1,200 seafaring Dons to Davy Jones 
locker, with never a white flag run up a 
halyard while a keel drew water or a 
hand Kad a lanyard to puil., 

The ‘scene as it resurs to the mind’s eye 
is at once grand and horribie. Out past 
the half-suomerged Merrimac the stately 
cruisers siip in imgo0sing Indian file—ihe 
two wicked little avstroyers, the Christo- 
bal Colon, the Aimirante Oquendo, the 
Infanta Maria ‘Teresa, the Viscaya and 
the Reina Mercedes. The Spanish admiral 
had chosen his time wisely, for Sampson 
was afar; the yankee flect was much 
further off shore than usgial, leaving good 
leeway for the gantlet of death, and it 
was the hour for quarter inspection 
aboard the gray leviathans, when the 
enemy wculd be caught at a slight disad- 
vantage. A few seconds of delay might 
turn the trembling scale in the daring 
Spaniard’s favor. 

But Commodore Schley did not lose a 
second, The nose of the Colon had not 
passed out of the shadow of the fortified 
headland wren the order for the bal) to 
ofen flew from the commodore’s peak. 
Straight toward the nearcst American 
battleship came the destroyers, Furor and 
Pluton, but before they can get within 
striking distance th3 ‘auxiliary gunboat 
Gloucester closes in on them and gives 
them broadsides at close quarters, re- 
gardless of the tubes of terror poised at 
their prows. 

One by one the yellow streamers of the 
escaping quarry pass under the disman- 
tled guns of frowning Morro, and the 
chase begins. In rapid succession the 
American itonclads single out their an- 
tagonists and move into action with 
blazing turrets. The Spaniard heads for 
the west and gives shot for shot as he 
runs ‘‘Not a moment stopped or stayed 
he.” In this instance he knows the vic- 
tory will be to the swift, and he has 
speed on his side. 

What ensued wés terrible beyond words. 
The running fight lasted two hours. The 
dons are worsted in marksmanship from 
the start, and in half an hour it is been 
that it is only a question of how long 


they can endure punishment with the 


possible exception of the Colon, which 
is showing swift heels to the Oregon 
far down the westward coast line, Every 
man Jack in the American turrets is 
serving his gun like clockwork, and land- 
ing his charge with the precision vf 
target practice. The officers give their 
orders. confidently, taking their cigars 
from between their teeth. Crash go the 
great steel shells through the steel armor 


of the enemy, leaving holes in their vital 
mechanism, silencing gun after gun, and 
tearing gaps under the water line. In 
an hour every Spanish cruiser save the 
Colon is on fire and rolling helplessly 
with corpagechoked decks. Before they 
are quite unmanageable, their pilots turn 
their prows shereward, their Kingston 
valves are ordered opened, and the breech 
block of every cannon is thrown over- 
board, 

The scene aboard these floating char- 
nels was weirdly frightful as @ny. Dante 
put in his Inferno. For days the Spanish 
sailors had not had enough to eat, and 
for twenty-four hours before the fight 
they had eaten nothing. Before their 
vessels left the harbor the hatches were 
battened down and petty officers stationed 
at every gun, revolver in hand. um in 
tin cups was dealt out to them in reckless 
abundance, and they were given to un- 
derstand that the moment a man weak- 
ened at his post he would be shot down 
like a dog. As the battle raged fiercely, 
frequent potations made the gunners 
drunk and they bungled and sulked at 
their work. They were shot to death 
by the officers standing over them, and 
even powder boys fainting from the heat 
and tumult were killed by the officers. 
As the dead bodies multiplied in the hold 
they were tossed through the ports and 
rents made by the projectiles of the 
“yankee pigs’’ to the sharks. When fur- 
ther resistance was impossible, the sall- 
ors gave themselves up to an orgie of 
death. They overpowered their petty 
officers and murdered them in demoniac 
glee, singing wild, incoherent songs, and 
screaming their defiance to the enemy. 
The flames crackled on the woodwork 
and broke into the magazines with loud 
detonations, but they carried no terror 
to the poor wretches dancing and wres- 
tling in the gunrooms. Men leapt into 
the fire with crazy bravado, or threw 
themselves overboard with curses on their 
dying lips. 

The tall bluffs west of Santiago de 
Cuba no longer echo to the hoarse chorus 
of the American cannon and the explo- 
sions of the Spanish powder stores. Onto 
the rocks crunch the charred and splin- 
tered wrecks, pitching and rolling stern 
up or sideways with every incoming swell, 
the surf half hiding their hulls. For 
fifteen miles down the coast a sulphurous 
pall and black wreath of smoke half 
obscure the deep blue of the mountains. 
The buzzards circle low on the strand 
and the white ‘gulls..shriek affrighted. 
The Maine is a second time avenged. 

Perhaps half of the Spanish crews 
plunged through the surf to the rocky 
beach, Admiral Cervera remaining on his 
flagship a willing sacrifice, Captain La- 
zaga a suicide on the bridge. A boat 
from the Gloucester puts off to the In- 
fanta Maria Teresa and takes the ad- 
miral and his staff aboard. 

“I congratulate you, sir,” says Lieu- 
tenant Commander Richard Wainwright, 
extending his hand: to the heroic Span- 
lard, “upon having, made as gallant a 
fight as was ever witnessed on the 


the white-bearded Cervera an- 
swers: ° 

‘“T would rather lose my ships at sea, 
sir, like a sailor, than. dn a harbor.”’ : 

When, an hour later, the famishing 
Spanish horde had .partaken of Uncie 
Sam’s embalmed bee ‘aud groups of them 
were squatted on the sand rolling their 
cigarettes and playing cards with the 
carelessness of the fighting tar, the 
Christobal Colon ground her beautiful 
Italian sides against a reef forty-five 
miles west of Santiago harbor,. broken 
and battered by the terrific pelting the 
Oregon had given her. ‘ 

Such was the naval battle of Santiago, 
two years ago, and on its anniversary 
Tuesday the hearts of all patriotic Amer- 
icans should turn with grateful commen- 
dation to Winfield Scott Schley, the man 
who directed the victorious fleet in its 
exciting chase after the Spaniard. 
Though the hands of partisan littleness 
and bureaucratic chicenary have at- 
tempted to take laureis from his brow, 
the great masses of his countrymen un- 
derstand where the credit lies and honor 
him as one who did his duty well. 

The real part Admiral Sampson took 
in this great battle consisted in hurrying 
back from Juragua and attempting to 
kill the two Spanish torpedo boat destroy- 
ers over, after Commander Wainwright 
had ail but sunk them and was skurry- 
ing on down the coast after Cervera. It 
is true that the New York followed and 
fired a few shots at very long range, 
and it may be said to have ‘“‘been in at 
the death.’’ 

But honor to whom honor {& due. Hear 
what the Associated Press said in its 
dispatch from the scene of the fight, 
under date of July 4, 1898: 

‘The New York was out of the fight 
altogether at every stage. * * * Com- 
modore Schley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, 
had her usual position at the extreme 
western end of the line. It is a peculiar 
fact that he should have been in proper 
position to direct the movements of his 
flying squadron against the Spanish fleet, 
which he had bottled up in Santiago har- 
bor six weeks before.”

WILL HONOR TOM BRUMBY 


Procession To Be One of the Largest 
Ever Witnessed Here.

Members of the city coun- 
cil will occupy carriages, and altogether 
the procession will be in the nature of a. 


The executive committee of the Brum- 
by monument fund held an enthusiastic 
meeting in the office of Chief W. R. Joy- 
ner last Saturday afternoon and discuss- 
ed the arrangements for the big parade. 
Today another meeting will be held and 
all the details of the demonstration will 
be arranged. 

This will be about the first time in the 
history of Atlanta that a large celebration 
of any kind has been held here on the 
Fourth of July. No more appropriate 
time could have been selected in which 
to honor the memory of one who won 
fame fighting under his country's flag. 
July 4th more than a hundred years ago 
marked ‘independence day for America 
and the celebration that took place then 
throughout the sparsely settled colonies 
was one that commemorated victory. 

Under the same flag Lieutenant Tom 
Brumby fought and saw victory perch 
upon the American standard in the harbor 
of Manila. The two ancien)’ bronze guns 
that will adorn his monument, guarded 
the harbor of that Philippine city from 
the old Spanish fort. 

The cannon arrived in Atlanta several 
days ago from the navy yard at Mare 
island and are in the game condition as 
when taken from their places in the old 
fort where they had doubtless been for 
more than a quarter of a century. Both 
were cast forty-four years ago. 

It is expected that every detail of the 
big parade will be arranged today and 
that the procession will be in every way 
one of the largest ever seen in Atlanta.

With the sudden frenzy of a maniac, 


Houston Hall, a young man, drew his 


pistol last. night at No. 66 East Cain 
street and sent a murderous bullet close 
by his brother-in-law, J. W. Power. 
There had been a momentary cry of per- 
secution from the paranolac, and then 
out came the weapon. Power started up 
from the lounge upon which he was ly- 
ing and this movement doubtless saved 
his life. 

Hall ts: in the city visiting his sister, 
Mrs. Power, and there had been no in- 
timation of the w!d burst of maniacal 


fury except a moodiness noticeable for 


the past two days. He took up the idea, 
of being ‘hounded down by his sister's 
husband. He was a victim of the delusion 
of persecution, the form of insanity now 
known as paranoia and which first came 
into notice in this city during the trial 
of the murderer Edward Flanagan. 

After firing the shot Hall fled from 
the house, thinking he had hit his victim. 
He went hatless and coatless and people 
along the street heard him crying out 
that a man had been killed as he ran 
through the rain holding his pistol in his 
hand. ; 

The shot was heard in the neighborhood 
and a large number of people ran to No. 
66 Cain street. Telephone messages were 
sent to the police barracks for help and 
Call Officers Cornett ‘and Garner went 
to the place. 

In an apartment of rooms on the serc- 
ond floor of No. 66 East Cain street J. 
W. Power, who is with the Cable Piano 
Company, lives with his wife and little 
ebild. A few days ago Houston Hall, 
a brother of Mrs. Power, came to Atlanta 
from Birmingham on a visit. He ap- 
peared to. be gloomy, but. gave no evi- 
dence of his being insane. He fs a man 
about thirty years of age, clean shaven, 
with black hair and blue eyes. For two 
days past he declit.ed to eat at his sis- 
ter’s table and this was thought to be 
a little peculiar. 

Bcth Power and his wife tried to make 
Hall feel at home. Once or twice he said 
something to his sister about Power not 
treating him right and she tried to rea- 
eon him out of such groundless sus- 
picions. 

Quiet Family Circle. 

Yesterday afternoon Power and his wife 
@.d child took a drive into the country. 
They returned late in the afternoon and 
fcund Hall lying on. a lounge in the 
dining room. He got up and took a seat 
in a chair on the front veranda. 

After tea, of which Hall did not par- 
take, Power laid down on the lounge. 
The child had been put to bed and Mrs. 
Power began to play upon the plano. 
Hall walked back into the room and sat 
by the table. 

Suddenly the nadman, with the gleam 
of insanity in his éyes, sprang to his feet 
and glared at Power. 

*T want to speak to you,” he exclaimed 
leudly. “You have been iill-treating me 
long enough.” 

Power saw that the man was in the 
act of drawing a pistol from his pocket, 
He rose from the lounge. The music 
ceased. Hall stepped toward the door 
cpening into the/hall, and, pointing the 
pistol straight at his brother-in-law, he 
fired. 

Power was in the act of moving away 
from the lounge when the shot was ‘fired 
or he would have been killed. The bullet 
was imbedded in the sideboard at Powér’s 
side. 

Flight of the Madman. 

Mrs. Power screamed and ran toward 
her husband. +; 

Hall rushed owt of the room, bare-head- 
ed and without his ccat. He went to 
the top of the steps, paused a few mo- 
ments and then dashed down the stair- 
way; through the lower hallway and into 
the street. 

In the rain, which was pouring heavily 
at the time, he ran, going up Cain strect, 
in the direction of Peachtree. He was 
seen by a number of people and to those 


who questioned him he stated that a man: 


had been murdered and he was going af- 
ter the police, 

A reporter of The Constitution went to 
the scene of the attempted crime with the 
Police officers. Mr, Power stated that 
he had no idea in the world that Hall 
meant any mischief. 

‘tie has been acting a little queerly,”’ 
said Mr. Power, “but I never dreamed 
he would deliberately stand up and with 
@ pistol try to murder me in the presence 
of my wife and child. I believe he has 
suddenly beeome a maniac. There is no 
other theory that will explain the matter. 
I was with him only yesterday and took 
him to drive. He said nothing to indi- 
cate he did not like me. I have always 
been kind to him." 

Says Her Brother Is Crazed. 

Mrs. Power was greatly excited and was 
weeping while her husband talked to the 
officers. 

*“*My brother is crazy,” she said, *‘and he 
must be caught and locked up or he will 
come back and murder us all.”’ 


“T think he will. try to murder me if he, 


sees me again,” stated Mr. Power. 

Halli has formerly lived in Atlanta. He 
went away about three years ago and re- 
turned four days 20 to visit his sister. 

Mrs. Power states that he had an injury 

on the head when in a railroad accident 
several years ago, and she thinks his mind 
has never been right since. 
The police all over the city were notified 
last night by Captain Jennings to look out 
fot a man bareheaded and hatless, but he 
was not found, 

Hall is a man who weighs about 130

pounds and of medium height. He has a 
rather long nose and is clean shaved. His 
hair is very dark and his eyes light blue, 
which gives him an odd and striking ap- 
pearance, 

When last seen, the maniac was run- 
ning up Cain street near Peachtree with 
his pistol in his hand. 

All the members of the police force have 
had read to them that’ such a character 


| is loose in the city and that he must be 


taken in custody itnstamter if he Is seen. 

A special officer’ guarded No. 66 Bast 
Cain last night to watch out for the manl- 
ac if he should return.

It will 
probably be a long session, although it 
igs not likely that an adjourned meeting 
later in the week will be made ne-essary. 

Ono of the most important of the sev- 
eral matters is the Grady ordinance as 
amended by the committee on electric 
lights last Saturday. This ordinance givés 
franchises to the Atlanta. Railway Com- 
pany for the construction of an electric 
lighting system in Atlanta. 

It was introduced by Councilman Grady 
at the last session of council, and was 
referred to the comnulttee on electric 
lights, of which Councilman Holland is 
chairman. Saturday Councilman Holland 
left his bed to attend a meeting of his 
committee in crder that the Grady ordi- 
nance might be considered in time to be 
reported to council this arternoon, 

After a session of about three hours, 
seven amendments and substitutes were 
tacked upon the ordinance. In that shape 
it will be read during a meeting of the 
electric light committee this morning at 
ll o’clock. The ordinance wil] probably be 
adopted as a whoie, and will be reported 
upon favorably to council. 

it is hardly probable that there will be 
a discussion over the ord*nance before 
council. The members of the body have 
on previous occasions given franchises for 
electric lighting systems to the Atianta 
Railway and Power Company, of which 
the Atlanta Railway Company is a part. 
As it is very likely that all members of 
council will agree upon the franchise, a 
fight over it is nat likely to occur. 


Council] will also this afternoon consider - 


the two reports on the Longino resoiu- 
tion, which was held up for several 
months. by the ordinance committee. The 
resolution, as amended, makes members of 
the city boards ineligible for re-elestion 
after having served two years. The ma- 
jority report upon this resolution is fav- 
orable, and is signed by three members 


‘of the committee. The minority report is 


unfavorable, and is signed by only one 
member. 

As. this resolution affects large and 
varied Interests, it is probable that there 
will be a considerable fight over it in 
council, and representatives fromthe vafri- 
ous boards may be heard from. 

The ordinance committee will also re- 
port unanimously in favor of the Barrett 
resolution requiring city physicians to dis- 
play signs at their offices and residences. 

From the street committee will comé a 
large batch of papers, several of them im- 
portant. The resolution by Counciiman 
Adams, providing that the worn belgian 
blo¢ks from Whitehall street be used in 
repaving Marietta street from North 
avenue to the city limits, will be reported 
upon favorably. A favorable report is to be 
also made on the resolution by Alderman 
Kilpatricx. and Councilman Terry, pro- 
viding that so many of the belgian blocks 
as are nat used on Marietta street be 
placed on Decatur street, beginning at 
Bell street and going toward the railroad. 

The committee will _ report favorably 
upon the resolution of Councilman Lon- 
gino proviiing for new sidewalks on Lee 
street from Greensferry avenue to the eity 
limits. The property oWmers are to pay 
for re-adjusting. The street committee 
will report favorably upon the proposi- 
tion to open a new street from Whitehall 
to Fair street, between Whitehall and 
Formwalt streets. 

_ A&A number of other important matters 
twill occupy the attention of the city fath- 


‘ers, and the present proapects are for a 


lengthy meeting.

CRIMINAL BRANCH 
IN SPECIAL TERM 


Judge Candler Will Hold Court This 
Week. 


WHEELER SENTENCED TODAY 


May Go to “Pen” for from One to 
Twenty Years. 


MOTION FOR WEW TRIAL PENDING 


Docket Contains a Number of Jail 
and Bond Cases for Disposal 
During the Week. 


A special term of court will be opened 
this morning at 8:45 o’clock by Judge 
John 8. Candler, in the criminal branch 
of the superior court. Jurors who were 
summoned to serve last week will serve 
during the several days of the special 
sessions this v. eek. 

Several important cases are on the dock- 
et, and these will be disposed of before the 
special term expires. ‘The regular spring 
term was over last Saturday evening. 
Judge Candler adjourned his branch of 
the superior court on Friday evening, at 
the same time announcing the special 
term for this week. 

One of the most important matters that 
will be disposed of this morning will be 
the sentencing of Isaac Wheeler, who, or. 
last Friday evening, was declared guilty 
of voluntary manslaughter. The verdict 
as rendermd by the jurye gives the judge 
a wide range. The penalty is from one to 
twenty years in the penitentiary. 

Wheeler was tried for the murder of 
his former partner, John C. Hambrick, 
who was shot on the night of June Sth 
at 48% Decatur gtreet. The case was 
taken up last Thursday morning before 
Judge Candler, and a verdict was reached 
on the following evening. At that time 
Judge Candler annornced that he should 
like a short time to consider the maiter 
before passing sentence. 

Attorney Daniel W. Rountree, leading 
counsel for the defense, asked the court 
to pronounce senterce at once as he was 
desirous of filing a-motion for a new trial 
immediately. He reminded the judge that 
in order to get the matter before the 
court it would be neccessary to file the 
motion during the same term during 
which the sentence had been found. S5o- 
licitor C. D. Hill waived everything and 
with the underetanding, Judge Candler 
adjourned court to pass sentence this 
morning. 

It is expected that this matter will be 
taken up as soon as court convenes and 
organizes. Then the other cages scheduled 
for trial will be taken up and disposed of 
as rapidly as possible. 

The following jail cases are on the dock- 
et: Dick Holmes, murder; Tom Moore, 
seduction; Will Perry, burglary; W. W. 
Glover, burglary, and Alfonso Davenport, 
asseult to murdef. 

The bond cases are J. M. Hall, furnish- 
ing liquors on ejection day; C. B. Reeves, 
cow stealing; J. B. Bailey, voluntary es- 
cape, and Max Key and EB. Litchenstine, 
joint churge, assault to murder. Nine 
cases of selling intoxicants without li- 
censes are expected to be called again 
this morning. 


SPOKE ON FALSE WITNESSES 


Dr. Broughton’s Bristling Discourse 
With Local Applications. 


SPOKE OF ATLANTA’S DISGRACE 


Made References to Lamp Posts and 
Explained What They Meant. 
Warm Talk to Small Crowd, 


‘“‘There are some folks in this/city who 
are crying out a Tot of rot about an inno- 
cent lamp post disgracing Atlanta when 
they are silent about the disgrace of a 
drunken mayor staggering about the 
streets with his blasphemous oaths. I am 
preaching on the ninth commandment, 
"Thou shalt not bear false witness against 
thy neighbor,’ and this lamp post busi- 
ness concerns the pulpit, becauge it is the 
pulpit’s right to protect, care for and 
benefit the people under its charge.” 

This was one of Dr. L. G Broughton’s 

center shots last night in one of his brist- 
ling discourses, the fires of which even 
the rain and storm outside could mot 
quench, 
‘The doctor was preaching on “lying,” 
as he expressed it, and had reached that 
point in his discussion which he sald 
came under the. head of “lying to defeat 
justice’? when he uttered the words quoted 
above. He had already touched upon coun. 
cells and investigating committees, street 
car franchises and electric light franchises 
under this head when he spoke of what 
be called “Atlanta’s disgrace,”’ 

Three or four hundred people had brav- 
ed the elements to attend the services at 
the Tabernacle, and although the crowd 
was not as large as the doctor usually 
preaches to, yet it seemed to make no 
difference to him. He sald in the opening: 

‘Whenever I have a message to deliver 
to my people I deliver it even if there 
were nothing except empty benches to 
hear me.”’ 

The megsage he referred to was his lo- 
cal application of his text, 

After selecting his text, Dr. Browghton 
spoke of several kinds of lying and finally 
reached the head “Lying to defeat jus- 
tice.”’ 

“While speaking of lying to defeat jus- 
tice,” gaid the doctor, “I wish to call at- 
tention to some of these investigating and 
other committees connected with the city 
government, Men, and some of them 
church men, too, have said things on the 
outside and then gone into the witness 
chair and swore just the opposite, Think 
of it, swearing a lie just to carry their 
point and have their side win. 

“7 wish also in this connection to speak 
of these two corporations which are fight. 
ing for certain privileges from the coun- 
cil, We Christian people elect men to pro- 
tect us and our little homes and they go 
in there and line up between two dig 
moneyed corporations. Some people will 
cry out and ask what I have to do with 
this. and why the pulpit should mix up 
with politics. My answer is that this mat- 
ter is beyond politics, for it is a moral 
question. 

“You have heard something about a 
lamp post. And somebody has been try- 
ing to throw sand in somebody's eyes 
about that same thing, It only means 
that if the men we elect to public places 
do not stand by their fe rye & wil]

, Rev. Baxter D. D. Greer, pastor of Sher- 
man Street Methodist church, San Anio- 
io, Tex., preached the following sermon 
ecently. His subject was: “Spiritual 
Knowledge and the Twentieth Century,” 
and he took the following text: “If any 
man will do His will, he shall know of 
the dgctrine, whether it be of God or 
whether I speak of myself.’”? John vii:17. 

I propose to speak to you some whole- 
some words on the subject of the ‘“Twen- 
tieth Century Educational Movement.” 
And at the outset, I beg you to take off 
your church cap, put on the “sombrero” 
of reason and common sense, and give ear 
to my words. “I am not mad; most no- 
ble Festus, but speak forth the words of 
truth and soberness, and after the manner 
which some call heresy, so worship I the 
God of my fathers.” 

“What is truth?” I have often pictured 
to myself the thoughts and feelings of the 
Roman judge when he asked that ques- 
tion. Pilate had taken careful note of 
the various sects or denominations of his 
day and time; he was familiar with their 
teachings and with their lives; and he had 
observed that on points of doctrine they 
had failed entirely to agree among them- 
selves. The Essene said: “I have the 
truth;’’ the Sadducee answered: “‘No, but 
the truth is mine,’”’ and the self-righteous 
Pharisee stood up in broad phylactery and 
delivered this statement: ‘Il am the de- 
pository of God's truth, and if any man 
believe not as I believe, let him be an- 
anthema maranatha.” So there was a divis- 
ion among them—an unholy strife; no man 
was able to show the world any good, 
and each man claimed that his lie was 
the truth. Pilate observed all these things 
and pondered the min his heart; and this 
keen man of the world, no doubt with. 
sorrow, came to this conclusion: ‘“‘Wis- 
dom has been hidden from the eyes of 
men and these proud, pugnacious pastors 
are as far from the truth as I am.” 
Therefore, when Jesus stood before his 
judgment seat, and said something about 
the truth, is it any wonder that Pilate 
caught the word and asked, half in jest, 
‘What is truth? Is there 
any such. thing as truth? Who will show 
us any good.’’ Alas! poor Pilate, how I 
pity thee. 

The world stands today just where Pi- 
late stood nineteen centuries ago, and that 
question of his is still unanswered. The 
chariot wheels of Zion have journeyed 
not. True, along certain lines the church 
has made wonderful progress. /We have 
found out, for example, that/the Bible 
4s not a textbook of physic science; a 
man is not called to account these days 
for any opinion whatsoever in regard to 
the shape, the motions or the age of the 
earth; he may worship at the shrine of 
Allah or Mahomet or Jesus or Mary. and 
thére is none to molest or make him 
afraid; even the sons of Jacob, in almost 
every land, may rest under their own 
vine and fig tree, nor fear the mailed 
hands of Torquemada; the occupation of 
Claverhouse is gone, and indeed the proud: 
bird of ecclesiastical freedom seems almost 
to have found where to lay her young, 
even thine altars,*oh, twentfeth century! 

Fain would I joy and rejoice in these 
things; fain would I, but thought—rest- 
less, daring, unbridled, rebellious thought 
—‘mad to see @ man so happy,” comes 
with intrusive steps to bring this query: 
Is our. progress real, or only apparent? 
Does it mean growth in grace or mere 
enforced deference to civil authority? The 
church has ceased to persecute, but is it 
for conscience’ sake, or is it because a 
mightier hand has laid upon her the in- 
junction, “Thou shalt not?” Would to 
God I niight with confidence dismiss such 
thoughts as these; what business have 
they heré at such a time; but— 


‘The thoughts we cannot bridle, 
Force their way without the will.” 


The inquisition and the thumbscrew are 
pointed out today as the.curious relics of 
a bygone, barbarous age, but the spirit 
which invented and inspired those instru- 
ments of torture neither slumbers nor 
sleeps. We do not crucify the body of 
a heretic, but we do that which is innnite- 
ly worse; we drive the nails of slander 
and thrust the spear of ridicule and sus- 
picion into his good name, and it stands 
forever true that, by the side of slander 
and ridicule and suspicion and ecclesias- 
tical ostracism, the thumbscrew and the 
guillotine are instruments of mercy. The 
body of Claverhouse has long since return- 
ed to dust, but his spirit is doomed for a 
certain time to walk the night and work 
in the hearts of men; and there is under 
the sun no hate like the hate of a church- 
man! 

Are we more merciful than our fathers 


‘ were? Be this as it may, Pilate’s ques- 


tion, in so far as it touches the problem of 
eternal life, is. still unanswered. These 
niheteen hundred years have been spent 
in wrangling over doctrines—doctrines, too, 
which do not touch the great question of 
salvation from sin, and with all our 
controversy we have scarcely been-able to 
agree among ourselves concerning one im- 
portant truth set forth in God’s Holy 
Word. Barring, if you please, all those 
questions which belong to the realm of 
speculative truth; barring also those other 
questions which He ink the borderland. of 
truth and error, we have not been able 
to agree among ourselves even in regard 
to the great interior and fundamental 
principles of morality; for there are those 
who claim that morality does not touch, 
in the smallest point, the great question 
“What must a man do to inherit eternal 
life,” and if one dares to preach on this 
subject what Jesus preached, they say* 
that he has “forsaken the righteousness 
of Christ and is going about to establish 
his own righteousness.” 

‘He that hath ears to hear let him. 
hear.”” The orthodoxy of this day and 
time is just what Phariseeism was in the 
days of Pilate, and if thie Lord should 
suddenly come to his temple he would 
overturn the table of the money chang- 
ers, drive out them that sell doves and 
repeat the injunction: ‘Take these things 
home and make not my Father’s house 
a house of merchandise.”’ 

God has made the way of life so plain 
that the proverbial wayfaring man need 


The truth lies open all around us in a 
thousand books and with a_ thousand 
voices, from within and from without, 
is calling unto us and saying: “‘Here I 
am; here I am.” 

Why, then, have we not discovered the 
truth? Is it because we have no eyes to 
see, no ears to hear, no hearts to receive 
the truth? I am glad that we have the 
answer to this question in the very words 
of the Master: “If any man will do His 
will he shall know of the doctrine, wheth- 
er it be of God or whether I speak of my- 
self,”* 

Let us review briefiy the history of these 
words. Jesus was teaching in the temple 
during the feast of tabernacles, The 
Jews were astonished at His wisdom and 
they said: ‘‘How knoweth this man let- 
ters, never having learned? He has not

My doctrine is not mine, but His that 


dom bécause I seék always to d6 those 
things which please Him. I know be- 
cause I obey; I know the truth because 


I do always and everywhere and ih all 
things not my will, but the. will of Him 
that sent me.” Obedience, then, was the 
channel through which God had poured 
wisdom without measure into his soul. 
“The secret of the Lord is with them 
that fear Him.’’ Then the Master makes 
universal application of this principle: 
“If any .man, no matter who he is or 
what he is; if any man will do His will 
he should know just as I know. I learned 
through obedience; any man can learn 
through obedience.’’ This brings spiritual 
knowledge within the grasp of all—the 
high and the low, the rich and the poor, 
the learned and the unlearned. Even the 
humblést may know Him whom to know 
is life eternal. God dwells in the high 
and,lofty place with him that is of a 
contrite and humble spirit. 

Now, let me state the text negatively 
and then point this negative statement 
with an incident from the life of Balaam. 
“If any man will not do his will he shall 
not know of the doctrine, whether it be 
of God or whether I speak of myself.” 


hire Baalam, a prophet of the Lord, to 
curse the Israelites for him. To this 
end, he sent honorable messengers to 
‘Baalam, with large gifts of gold, and 


in Balak’s kingdom. Baaiam took coun- 
sel Of the Lord, and the Lord answered 
him: “Thou shalt not go with the mes- 
sengers.”’ So, they ~ returned without 
Baalam to their place. But Balak was 
not to be outdone, and he knew what 
was in man; (just had to raise the price, 
that was all) therefore, he sent messen- 
gers again, more in number, and more 
honorable than the first, with larger gifts 
and.with the message: “Balak will pro- 
mote thee unto very great honor; come 
now, therefore, and curse me Israel.”’ 
And Baalam, instead of acting the only 
part of a thoroughly honest man—that is 


with the messengers—took counsel of the 
Lord the second time. God’ hath ‘told 
him once what his duty was, but in- 
stead of doing his duty, he went back to 
God to get his duty altered. In making 
this second appeal Baalam showed him- 
self forward; in making His second an- 
swer God showed Himself forward. He 
told Balaam to go, and then was angry 
because he went. Balaam did wrong to 
go with the messengers, but it is clear 
from the record that he believed he was 
doing right, for did he not say to the an- 
gel, “I know not that thou stoodest in 
the way against me; now, therefore, if 
it displease thee I will get me back 
again.’’ Balaam’s conscience was seared 
with the hot iron of gold and self-aggran-< 
dizement until he was more blind than 
the beast on which'he rode. - He refused 
to do God’s will, and God gave him over 
to believe a lie. “To the forward thou 
wil] show thyself forward."’ 
will He guide in judgment; 
will he teach his way.” 

To show you to what lengths a man 
will go who is given over to his own will, 
I remind you of that still more surpris- 
ing piece of iniquity. After. Balaam 
had tried, from every hilltop and. altar, 
afid tried in: vain to bribe God with sac- 
rifices and coax God with prayers, it 
came unto his mind that the reason why 
the Lord would not permit him to curse 
the Israelites was that they had done 
nothing to be cursed for. “The Lord 
had not beheld iniquity in Jacob.” Ba- 
laam caught that idea and made use of 
it. He recommended Balak to use the 
fascination of the daughters of Moab to 
betray the Israelites into fornication and 
idolatry. The plan succeeds; the people 
sin against God, and he curses’ them. 
Outside of hell, there ig no power so po- 
tent for evil as a prophet of the Lord, 
bent on doing his own will, Balaam was 
a cake unturned. Balaam, unlike Mephi- 


he ha@bbled right into hell! 
obey, therefore, he did not know. 

Takes @u example nearer home. The 
southern people awoke one day and found 
themselves in possession of 4,000,000 slaves, 
and they proceeded at once to prove, and 
did prove to their entire satisfaction that 
slavery was a God-given institution, The 
very shape of the negro’s skull showed 
that he was designed by the great Cre- 
ator to be a slave. One man wrole a 
book, and scattered it all over the south- 
land, in which the negro race was ex- 
cluded from the category of human beings 
ar-d numbered with the beasts of the field. 
In defense of this nefarious traffic, the Bi- 
ble was jaid under tribute; they marked 
the words, ‘“‘Servants, obey your mas- 
ters;’’ they cited Paul’s letter to Phile- 
roon, and to clinch their arguments, they 
pointed with absolute confidence to the 
“father of the faithful,”’ and said, ‘‘Abra- 
ham was an’ owner of slaves.” (They 
seemed to forget, however, or to igmore, 
the fact that, even to the extent of manu- 
facturing a lie, infallible Abraham, the 
father of the faithful, was always pre- 
pared for an emergency.) The southern 
pecple believed they were right, and, call- 
ing upon God to witness the. justice of 
their cause, they baptized their faith with 
their blood. But today, after the lapse 
of cniy thirty-five years, there is not, in 
all the southland, one to speak in defenso 
of traffic in human souls. 

The southern people were blinded by 
self-interest, seeking to do their own 
wills, and God gave them over, as He did 
Balaam, to believe a lie. Iam a southern 
man, but the truth’s the truth, for a’ that. 
In holding slaves we were in the wrong, 
and we gracefully admit that we were in 
the wrong. If any man will confess his 
sin, “God@ is faithful and just to forgivo 
him his sin." 

O land of my birth, how I love thee— 
“thy rocks and thy rijls, thy woods and 
templed hills;’’ O daughters of the sweet 
southiand, with Icom and spinning wheel, 
and “homespun dress which southern 
ladies wove,” how I cherishi the memory 
of your sacrifice and your lakors of love; 
.O soldier boy, in your suit of gray, words 
cannot paint the glory of your dauntiess 
courage; but beyond and infinitely above 
all there do I admire and almost worship 
the manhood which, when the battle 
was fought and ket, and the mists were 
cleared away, could bow down at the 


the face of Him who came to set men 
free, and say with penitential yoice, 
“Lord, I have cinned; forgive thou the 
iniquity of my sin.’’ 

Justice one remark just here-- 
whenever the northern people repent of 
their sins in connection with slavery and 
that cruel war, God will furtive them, 
so will I; but as yet, they have manifest- 
ed no signs whatever of repentance, there-

How comes it to pass that men hold 
such doctrine? How comes it to pasg that 
the Pharisees believed it was wrong ‘to 
heala man on the Sabbath? Men are 


seeking to do their own wills instead of 
God’s will, and God gives them over, as 
‘He did Balaam, to believe a lie? 

But the worst feature of the case .is 
that to uphold such doctrine the church 
Perpetrates the most damnable outrages 
in the name of the blessed Christ, tne 
wipes her mouth and says she has done 
no wrong. “Hoki on there!’’ somebody 
cTies out, “‘my church hag never done a 
thing like that.’”’ Perhaps not, brother, 
but your church is cheek by jole with, 
and gives the right hand of fellowship to 
those who have done and are doing such 
things, and one sure way to judge a 
church ig by the company it keeps. 

Listen: “If thy right hand offend thee, 
cut it off, and cast it from thee, for it is 
better for thee to enter into life maimed 
than having two hands to be cast into 
hell f@re.’’ Shall we crucify Jesus upon 
the cross of fraternal relations? Do as 
you like with your right hand of feliow- 
ship, but as for me, 


“My castles are my king’s alone, 
From turret to foundation stone, 
The hand of Douglas is his own, 
And never shall, in friendly grasp, 
The hand of such as Marmion clasp.’’ 


Unions! Christian unions! Pastors’ 
unions! Upon what, I pray you, are they 
united? I cannot imagine, unless it be 
that they have agreed together to lie 
unto the Lord. The only thing the 
churches of Pilate’s day ever did agree 
about was the crucifixion of the holy One. 

“Be ye clean that bear the vessels of 
the Lord.’’ Fastened to a post, on every 
block in the business portion of San An- 
tonio you will find a box with these 
words upon it: “Throw trash here. Be 
sanitary and be sane;” and there is a fine 
of $5. for spitting on the sidewalk. The 
pulpit is a lumber room of dusty docu- 
ments and the health resort. of invalids. 
Oh, for a box—a large box—fastened to 
the gatepost of every church, into which 
Pastors might throw their dusty docu- 
ments and theologica] trash. Oh, for an 
c1dinance against the deposit on the sidc- 
walks of Zion of the vile expectoratlons 
of consumption doctors of the Lord! 
Zion beautiful for situation, the joy of 
the whole earth, is it possible that Zion 
has becomethe spittoon forthe Scribes 
and Pharisees of the twentieth century? 

God forbid that in the low and vulgar 
sense of the term, I sho prefer against 
the pastors of this agé the charge of 
immorality, but with grief and sorrow of 
heart, in the name of God, and with 
abiding confidence in the final triumph 
of His truth, I do charge them with that 
nefined Phariseeism which subscribes to 
one creed and believes another; -which 
tithes the mint anx! the anise, and the 
cinnamon, and neglects justice and mer- 
cy and the love of God; which, on the 
eighth day circumcises a man, that the 
law of Moses be not broken and then cru- 
cifles the holy One for making a man 
every whit whole on the Sabbath day; 
which teaches for doctrine the com- 
mandments of men, and makes the word 
of God of none effect by its tradition; 
which loves darkness rather than light be- 
cause its deeds are evil; which stands be- 
fore God with a lie in its right hands and 
then wonders what is the cause of the 
Spiritual death in Zion; which telabors 
the people for their faults, and refuses 
to be buffeted for its own faults; yea, 
Which, with death,grip and Balaam-like 
bluntness, holds on to the old man-set 
landmarks and in response to the sugges- 
tion ofa more excellent way, withdraws 
within its hell and says, with brow of 
scorn, “‘We have a right to make our 
own rules and regulations, and establish 
our own doctrines, and if you don’t like 
them, you get out!” 

Yes, the church has a right to do her 
own will, no mistake about thate-the 
same right that Feagan had to make the 
rules and regulations for his gang of 
handkerchief stealers! : 

All around us men are dying of hunger 
and we have no compassion on them. 
They ask for bread and we give them a 
stone; they ask for fish and we give them 
a serpent. We are trying to fill the bellies 
of God’s people with husks which swine 
do eat. Our creed (for that is the food we 
offer) is “a mass of things confusedly 
heaped together, with here and there a 
solitary fact of consequence,” and we call 
it knowledge. 

“Why, yes! they cal] it knowledge. 
Who may dare to name things by their 
real names? The fools who did know 
something, and were weak enough to ex- 
pose their hearts unguarded—to expose 
their views and feelings to the eyes of 
men—they have been nailed to crosses—

Mission Drama, in ‘Which 500 Chil- 
dren Will Personate Oriental 
Races To Be a Feature. 


With the beginning of July, interest in 
the great interstate conference of the 
Epworth League, which opens its four 
days’ session in Atlanta on the 2th in- 
stant, grows apace. The conference will 
be held in the audftorium at Exposition 
park, which has a seating capacity of 
10,000. This commodious structure has 
been christened Epworth hall by the lo- 
cal Methodists, and with the passing of 
the mighty assemblage of Wesleyan dis- 
ciples, it is probable that the appellation 
will be gererally accepted by Atlantians 


as eminently apporpriate. “" 

There are not likely to be any vacant 
chairs tin the big auditorium during the 
fulfillment of most of the exceedingly 
interesting programme, The maximum 
estimate of the number of delegates who 
will attend is placed at 8,000 by the local 
officers of the great conference, and it 
is fair to presume that several: thousand 
church folk not members of the Epworth 
League will swell the attendance. 

Some of the features of the programme 
will be a pleasing departure from the 
routine, and, frequently, too perfunctory 
religious order. Chief.among such is the 
picturesque missioh drama composed by 
Dr. DuBose, of Nashville, Tenn. From 
300 to 600 children, costumed in the strik- 
ing garb of the peoples among whom our 
foreign missionaries labor, will partici- 
pate in this inspiring stage entertainment, 
the object of which is not so much to en- 
tertain as to implant an earnest purpose 
to ald in the Christianization of the 
heathen in the hearts of the young.
